EDMONTON — Crop 
throughout the greater part of the 
province are very satisfactory and 


grain is making splendid growth, ac- 
cording to telegraphic reports receiv- 
-ed by the Department of Agriculture 
for the third fortnightly crop report 
of the season, Moisture requirements 
for some weeks have been supplied 
‘by the heavy rains which visited the 
southern section of the province, and 
all crops are growing rapidly, 

Prospects in the Peace River district 
are very promising and any immediate 
danger of drouth has been removed 
‘by frequent rains during the past three 
weeks. ‘Crops growing on land newly 
‘broken last season are looking excep 
tionally well. 

In the Edmonton district and for 
some distance south and east the con. 
tinued absence of precipitation is be-

‘MAINTENANCE OF OIL 
be ROAD COSTS LESS 
“SANTE FE, N.M.—A comparative 
étudy of mainienance costs on oil and 
gravel roads has just been completed 
by the statistical division of the state 
highway department, which shows the 
oil road to cost half or less to maintain 
than the typical fravel roads, says the 
highway bulletin. 

“Figures to date on gravel road 
saintenance,” states the bulletin, 
*show a maintenance cost of $250 per 
year per mile. This includes cost of 
equipment depreciation and repair. 
Without the latter item, a straight 
actual cost of $200 per year per mile 
is shown by our figures. 

Oil processed surface, on the other 
hand, show a gross maintenance cost 
of $125 per per mile. Without 
equipment charges this becomes $100

TORONTO, Ont.—For the

Canadian exchanges last week and 


the low level of the preceding week 


was surpassed on Monday when 
security prices came down faster 
than ever before. Toward the end 


there was a firming of prices, but it 
was, more or less a stabilizing of the 
lists at the new low level and, aside 
from a few issues, the recovery was 
fractional and nowhere near sufficient 
to wipe out the damage done on the 
opening day and the period ended 
with a good deal to be desired from 
a trading standpoint. 

The question as to when the up- 
ward movement will be resumed has 
given way to the question of whether 
the markets have reached bottom, and 
the answer to the last is no more 
satisfactory than it was to the first. 
It was thought that the hammering 
the lists received in the early days of 
May was quite sufficient to correct 
the position of the Dominion’s mar- 
kets, and it may have been, but the 
public has had its confidence shaken 
and is being swayed more easily than 
at any time since the bull movement 
commenced three or four years ago. 
It is pretty hard to sit around and 
see the accumulation of paper profits 
wiped out and at the same time shake 
off the atmosphere of gloom that has 
hit the street this week, 

Prices are now down to a level that 
looked almost impossible a few 
months ago and there is no assurance 
that they will not go lower. Today 
the market could swing downward 
with but a slight push; all the re- 
sistance appears to have evaporated. 
The punishment meted out to traders 
on the long side of the market is aah 
that they are ready to cry quits and 
the fondest hope of many speculators 
is to get out even or with the small- 
est possible loss, Perhaps the holi- 
day from Friday to Tuesday will help. 

The credit situation, dollar wheat 
in Chicago, slowing down of industrial 
operations in the United States, and 
everything else that could reasonably 
be used as an excuse for lower secur- 
ity prices was used by the bears to 
further their own interest. Generally 
speaking, traders in the Canadian 
markets lack experience and in a de- 
clining market are at a loss as to 
what to do with the result there were 
many bargains picked up among Can- 
adian securities by those inclined to 
purchase and in a position to weather 
the storm, There were investors who 
were sitting back to take advantage 
of just such a position as this. For 
those looking to income returns the 
lists before the bread had little to 
offer, but today it is possible to buy 
well-seasoned industrial stocks to 
yield from 5 to 6 per cent., and when 
one considers the possibility of capital 
appreciation for the securities of well- 
managed Canadian corporations this 
can be considered liberal.

Rigiit, Their Excellencies Viscount and Lady Willingdon and the 


C.P.S.S, “Princess 
W hen Viscount Willingdon, Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, and 
Lady Willingdon visited the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island on the 
inaugural cruise of the new Can- 
adian Pacific steamer “Princess 
Norah” two new epochs were mark- 
ed for that far-flung corner of the 
Dominion. 

It was the first time that a Can- 
adian Viceroy had ever seen, and 
in turn, been seen on the rugged 
coast that is now looming as one 
of the nation’s important industrial 
and tourist regions; further the 
arrival of the Norah brought the 
most luxurious passenger steamer 
ever to ply in regular service in 
West Coast waters, now to be the 
permanent run of the staunch little 
Clyde-built vessel. 

The West Coast had decked itself 
in gala attire for the visit of the 
great white chief from Ottawa, 
tremendous excitement prevailing 
among whites and Indians alike at 
the various ports of call. Local in- 
terest was heightened by the fact 
that Their Excellencies cast for- 
mality to the four winds, and en- 
tered into the spirit of the many 
receptions and celebrations with a 
zest not exceeded by any tourist 
on the coas** Incidentally. Lord 
Willingdon intumated after the ter- 


mination of his voyage that it 
would not be the last occasion on 
which he would see that particular 
part of Vancouver Island. 

Loyalty of the Indians, evident 
at all points touched, was partic- 
ularly demonstrated at Friendly 
Cove, historic spot discovered by 
Captain Cook in 1778, when a 
lineal descendant of the great 
Chief Maquinna, who first saw the 
white man, gathered his tribe, the 
Nootka Indian band, in the great 
council hall to greet the vice-regal 
party. It was here that Lord and 
Lady Willingdon were recipients 
of one of the most valuable gifts in 
the bestowal of the coast Indians, 
a huge forty-foot totem pole that 


has stood for years on the sandy | 


shores of Friendly Cove, the envy 
of collectors from many parts of 
the world.

semi-independent tax levying agencies. 
In Cook County, outside of Chicago, 
the number of separate governments 


total approximately 380, ‘making a 
grand total of 417. 
These bodies employ an army of 


60,986 persons annually. They spend 
$324,000,000 a year. Those in Chicago 
spend $288,000,000 annually, while the 
country towns spend $36,000,000. On 
top of carrying this enormous load, 
taxpayers must contribute $12,169,224 
every pear toward their share of the 
cost of operating the state government 
Scores of City Officials 

The taxpayers also must turn in 
250,000 in funded debts, contracted 
by various agencies, and $125,000,000 
additional in unfunded debts. Ninety 
one state officials, 9 sanitary district 
trutees 86 city officials, 
misioncrs, aud 20 town 
elected in Chicago. 

A recent survey showed that 
average amount of service extended 
for each dollar spent in runs 
as low as 25 per cent.

The Lord Nelson at Halifax 


Citizens of Halifax take very Auiisiable pride in 
the fact that in bringing to ition their dream 
of a new modern hotel, they have created a beautiful 
hostelry which, while still too new to have many 
valued associations, has an atmosphere redolent of 
those days of grace in which their city had its be- 
ginnings. The Lord Nelson, but recently opened, 
has a charm not usually associated with a modern 
institution of its kind and a decided nautical touch. 
The grill, for instance, is named the “Ward Room,” 
and as one sees the sailor suited waitresses moving 
about the tables one half ts to hear the “Ship 
Ahoy,” or “Light on the starb’d bow, sir.” Lanterns 
help to foster the ship-board illusion, and, one of 
these lanthorns, pictured above, has very close aséo- 
ciations with the sea. When Lord Nelson lay dying 
in the cockpit of H.M.S. Victory, while the great 
old ship heaved in the rollers off Cape Trafalgar 
on October 21, 1805, this lamp illuminated the scene 
as the doctors strove ie save a life the loss of which 
was 1 one of E greatest. 

A bust of ef original from the Royal 
Naval Institute at Greenwich, and an exceptionally 
fine piece of work, stands in a corner of the lounge, 
facing a model of his flagship. In the main dining- 


room, too, a very fine of! shows the admiral on deck 
and hie men running up a signal of victory. 

The Lord Nelson is, however, a little more than 
an art centre. It is a very modern hotel of 200 
rooms facing the Halifax Public Gardens. Its public 
and convention rooms are excéptionally well planned 
and appointed.

While it has been built as the result of a 
community effort, the Lord Nelson is operated by the 
hotel department of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
which courpan, has considerable interest in it.

A statement from Washing- 
ton on the subject. of farm relief 
either caused or was used as the ex- 
planation of a movement that sent 
prices at Chicago up eight and a half 
cents in a single day. This was to 
the effect that the government at 
Washington planned to use large sums 
of money at once for the purchase of 
wheat in an effort to stabilize wheat 
and other prices. The next day this 
was given more definite form, to the 
effect that the Department of Agricul- 
ture of the United States planned to 
recommend to Congress an immediate 
appropriation of $200,000,000, of which 
$100,000,000 would be used at once for 
the purchase of wheat, presumably to 
be kept off the market until some later 
date. Such action might conceivably 
increase current prices in the United 
States, but there is no reason to suUp- 
pose it would make December wheat 
more valuable.
